Aluminum paper is now maiiufac 
tu red in Germany and recoin rn ended as 
a substitute for tin foil. 
It is not the 
so-called leaf aluminum, but real pa­ 
per coated with powdered aluminum, 
and is said to possess very favorable 
qualities for preserving articles of food, 
for which it is used as a covering. 


The economy in burning fuel is a 
matter requiring great skill and expe­ 
rience, and depends entirely upon the 
evenness, thickness aud condition of 
the fire, which controls entirely the air 
supply, and, therefore, the perfection 
or imperfection of

But 
at the time of new moon they bad only 
starlight, because they could not afford 
to use tile oil needed for an outdoor 
lamp. 
'Yet gradually their eyes be­ 
came so well trained to see in the dark 
that they could read the figures oil the 
thermometer scale even in the absence 
of the moon.

Get a quantity of flowers of sulphur 
equal to tile white powder from th** 
shells, and put into a crucible a layer 
of the powder, then a layer of the sul­ 
phur. alternating Hie layers until all 
tbe powder and the sulphur have been 
used. 
Cement the lid of the crucible with 
sand mixed with glue, and hake it in 
hot coals for an bour. 
When the cru­ 
cible is cooled off and opened, tbe re­ 
sulting powder in it should be white. 
If any is gray, remove it. 
The white powder can now be made 
into paint by mixing it with gum arabic 
and water. Tbe powder is sulphide of 
lime, formed by the union of the lime 
of the oyster shells with the sulphur. 
Any object coated with this paint will 
have for a long time the quality of 
glowing in the dark, and if the interior 
of a room is painted with it the room 
will be tilled av it Ii a faint light on the 
darkest night.

No one in Africa ever saw a giraffe 
cat grass, either dried or in its green 
condition. 
They did not bend their 
necks to tile earth to get food. as they 
art* often compelled to do iii captivity. 
The baul of the giraffe In Ills native 
home consists almost entirely of De­ 
leaves aud tender twigs o f various 
kinds of acacia. 
There are some lot) 
varieties of this plant. 
Many of them 
exude gums resembling caoutchouc, 
and no animal could eat their foliage: 
but the leaves and tw ige of other kinds 
make good provender for several spe­ 
cies of animals. 
The giraffe is among 
them: 
ami, 
though I have seen him eat the leaves 
of other shrubs qiul trees, bt* seems to 
prefer these kinds of acacia. 
T he 
natives say that lie will wander out 
into tho parched wilderness and re­ 
main there for about a week without 
a drop of water, the juices of the 
acacia being a very” good substitute. 
So the softest and nio-q pulpy and 
juicy vegetation, without any of the 
fibrous quality found iii most grasses. 
is what the giraffe craves for and 
needs. I don’t tliiuk tiiat his anatomical 
conditions adapt him for the fodder 
he is compelled to eat in captivity. 
i have said this to the managers of 
menageries and zoological parks, and 
have told them also, as other men 
have done, that their giraffes are not 
thriving, aud tbe principal reason is 
that their food is not suitable. 
They are poor in flesh, and the verte­ 
bra** in their necks are actually re­ 
vealed through the hides of some speci­ 
mens in this country.

sleek fine coat, and the general air of 
well-being that makes bim in Africa 
the most beautiful creature among ait 
the mammalia.- New' York Sun.

Up to midnight no carnalities 


had occurred and the riot had 
consisted mainly of marching

Hundreds of people are in the 
streets and the excitement con- 
tinues intense.

troops on guard in this city as a 
result of the mob's violence, when 
six houses were burned in the

A negro house at Harri- 
son and York streets was stoned 
by a large crowd, but the occu- 
pants are believed to have escap- 
ed.

Bui the third decision in mind la from an Oklahoma district judge 
and declarer the ami-trust Ww of that territdry unconatitutional 
In Oklahoma a district judge U ulso a justice of the supreme court, 
remember. 


Without wishing to make any unwarranted insinuation regard- 


ing the Oklahoma jcHJeiary. we are constrained to remark that the 
latter decision stands out conspicuously odd at this time. Probably 
the opinion was delivered as conscientiously, from a cold legal ntand 
point, as those emanating from Texas and Missouri. Yet we are 
lead to believe the legal 'conscience is a precarious factor. We ob- 
serve, when these big questions arise for adjudication, so ponderous 
develop both the pros and tho cons* that the court may decide either 
way and be fortified by abundant argument. A -straw may turn the 
scale. The judirfi is a humnn, uu heir to the common 
frailties. 


When it looks like a tio bet^e«n two bi<r legnl contentions, there is 
liklihood of the judge's deciding the tie through unconscious lenn- 
ings and sympathies.

states, elected by tho people and directly amenable to the people; 
the third is the fian n of federal appointee amendable only to the 
impersonal power* at Washington -*far.

bit harsh, but these two territontie- have ever been notoriously cor- 
poration riaden and ,-etved by judges notoriously favored with franks 
and free pa.sses, 


All of which indicates the advisability of the new state's voters 


making a careful .scrutiny of the innermo-t connections, 
and sympathies of all candidates for the judiciary.

of the Aponos taking part in it at 
once.

Tho chil- 
dren of the Aponos don't mind thorn 
a bit.

Judy show.

The oldest ariiflcial leg in existence 


is now in the UUISHUOI of the Royal Col- 
lege of Surgeons of England. 
It wild 


found, says tlio British Medical Journal, 
in a tomb at Capua and is described iu 
the catalogue us follows: 


"Roman artificial 1,'g; the artifloint 


limb accurately represents the form of 
the leg; it Is nura; wl'h pieces of thin 
bronxe. faatencil by bronze nails to a 
wooden core. 
Two iron bars, having 


holes at their free ends, are attached to 
tha upper extremity of the bronze; a 
Quadrilateral piece of Iron, found near 
the position of the foot, is thought to 
have given strength to it. There is no 
trace of the foot, and the wooden core 
had nearly crumbled away. That skele- 
ton had its waist surrounded by a belt 
of sheet bronze edged with small rivets. 
probably used to fasten'a leather lining. 
Three painted' vaeea (red figures on a 
black ground) lay at the feet of 
the 


•keleton. The vases belong to an ad- 
vanced period In the decline of 
art 


(about 300 years B. C.)."

I never see a captl\e giraffe munch- 


ing bis bunch of buy, the mainstay of 
his life wherever be is a prisoner, 
without wondering bow he can cat 
such strange food. 


No one In Africa ever saw a giraffe 


eat grass, either dried or In Its green 
condition. 
They did not bend their 


necks to the eartb to get food, as they 
are often compelled to do iu captivity. 


The food of tbe giraffe lu bis native 


home consists almost entirely of ib<» 
leaves and tender twigs of Mirioim 
kinds ot acacia. There are some 4«» 
\arietlcs of this plant. Many of them 
exude gums resembling caoutchouc, 
and no animal could eat their foliage: , 
but the leaves and tw ige of other kinds 
make good provender for several spe- 
cie* of animals 


The giraffe is among them, and, 


though I have seen him eat the leave* 
of other shiubs qnd trees, be seems to 
prefer these kinds of acacia. 
The 


natives say that he will wander out 
into the parched wilderness and re- 
main there for about a week without 
a drop of water, tbe juice* of tb* 
acacia being a very good substitute. 


80 tbe softest and most pulpy and 


Juicy vegetation, without any of tin* 
fibrous quality found iu most grasses, 
is what the giraffe craves for and 
needs. I don't think that bis anatomical 
conditions adapt him for the fodder 
be is compelled to eat iu captivity. 


I have said this to the managers of 


menageries and zoological parks, and 
have told them also, as other men 
have don*, that their giraffes are not 
thriving, and the principal reason i* 
that their food is not suitable. 


They are poor in flepb, and the vert»*> 


brae in their necks are actually re- 
veil ted through the bides of some speci- 
mens in this country. The giraffe la 
captivity lacks the plumpness. th« 
sleek fine coat, and tbe general air of 
well-being that makes him In Africa 
the most beautiful creature among aH 
the mammalia.—New York Sun.

A Texas decision de- 
clares constitutional certain state statutes initoical to truat operations 
and startle* those interests with the prospect'of having to" pay sev- 
eral million dollars of penalties. The Missouri supreme court has 
• rendered a thorouith-going decision whicb completely 'sustains At- 
torney General Hadlev in his hereto fight a&ninat Standard Oil. 
But the third decision in mind la from an Oklahoma district judge 
and declarer the anti-trust Ww of that territdry unconstitutional 
In Oklahoma a district judge i* ntso a justice of the supreme court, 
remember. 


Without wishing to make any unwarranted insinuation regard- 


ing the Oklahoma jcHieiary. we are constrained to remark that the 
latter decision scnuds out conspicuously odd at this time. Probably 
the opinion was delivered MS conscientiously, from a cold legal .stand 
point, as those emanating from Texas and Missouri. Yet we are 
lead to believe the legal 'conscience is a preeanou- factor. 
We ob- 


serve, when these bm questions arise for adjudication, HO ponderous 
develop both the pros and the cons* that the couit may decide either 
way and be fortified by abundant argument. A straw may turn the 
scale. The judiro is a humnu, uu hoir to the common 
fiailtte-,

hkhhood of the judge's deciding the tie through un<onscious leiin- 
ings and sympathies. 
So tho-«e unftrtam motives becoino powerful 


factors. 


Tha two decisions fiist mentioned spring from jurists in the 


states, oleeted by tho people and diteetly amenable to the people; 
the third is the fiat n of Je^eral nppoiutee amendable only to the 
impersonal pow^r-At Washington tf.u. Tue imputation maybe a 
bit harsh, but the-<e two teiritontse- ha\e evei been notoriously cor- 
poration riaden and *eived l>y judges notoriously favored with frank*- 
and free pa^es, 


All of which indicates the «id\inability of the uew state's votets 


making ft careful scrutiny of the mnermo-t connections, leanings 
and sympathies of all candidates for the judiciary.

Bffort to Locate Treasure Stolen from 


Soldiers and Buried in la-

During the closing year* of the civil 


war, when the Indian territory waa the 
habitation of scores of lawless bands 
who lived by pillaging toe country, a 
cask of gold waa taken from a party of 
soldiers on their way to Fort Gibson and 
burled somewhere in the vicinity of 
what is known as Willow Springs, saya 
the Vinita Chieftain. 


Upon the arrival of the soldiers at 


the fort, without the gold, a large de- 
tachment of soldiers was sent out 
against the bands of outlaws. A battle 
ensued in Which all Of the outlaws were 
killed except one This one was sen- 
tenced to a life term in the peniten- 
tiary at Fort Leavenworth. 


Hope had never faded from this man,

Aa the years rolled by, how- 
ever, the confinement broke this man In 
health, and a few weeks ago he passed 
away in his cell in the government prffc- 
on. Before he died, though, this man

Commander Beehier, of the Key

A SIMPLE EXPKRIMKXT. 


Have you ever seen a room on a dark 


night whose walls gave out light? If 
you ba\c, it was because tbe walls 
were covered with luminous paint, and 
this will tell jou how to prepare the 
paint at home. 


Wash oyster shells In warm water 


until they are thoroughly clean, and 


THR LUMINOUS PAINT 8OI.DIBB. 


Uieit heat them for half au horn-'or &o 
In a hot coal tire. When they have 
grown cool, pound them in a mortar, 
removing and throwing away all gray 
pieces, until only the white remain*, 
ground to a fine powder. 


Get a quantity of flowers of sulphur 


equal to the white powder from tb*> 
shells, and put Into a crucible a layer 
of tbe powder, then n layer of the sul- 
phur, alternating '.lie layers until all 
tbe powder end tbe sulphur have been 
used. 


Cement the lid of the crucible with 


sand mixed with, glue, nnd hake It in 
hot coats for an hour. When the cru- 
cible Is cooled off and opened, the re- 
sulting powder in It should be white. 
If any Is gray.jremove It. 


The white powder con now be made 


Into paint by mixing It with gum arable 
and water. The powder is sulphide of 
lime, formed by the union of tbe lime 
of the oyster shells with the sulphur. 
Any object coated with this paint will 
have for a loug time tbe quality of 
glowing la the dark, and If tbe Interior 
of a room is painted with ft the room 
will be filled with a falut light on the 
darkest night. 


Any boy, in the city or in the coun- 


try, can easily make this luminous 
paint. It need not be used on tbe walls 
of a room, but may be used with a 
curious effect ou toys of various kinds. 


wbicb will glow in tbe dock like lit 
gbosts. It !• sometimes used on tu* 
face of a small clock, tbe glow being A 
bright enough* to enable one to tell tba ~ 
time in tbe dark.—New York Bveninir 
Mail.

his life wherever he is a prisoner, 
without wondering bow he can cat 
Mich strange food. 


No one In Africa ever saw a giraffe 


cat grass, either dried or In Us green 
condition. 
Tbey did not bend their 


trecks to the eartti to get food, us tbey 
are often compelled to do in captivity. 


The food of the giraffe In his native 


home consists almost entirely of ib<» 
leaves and tender twigs of Mirloim 
kinds of acacia. There art" some 4«» 
varieties of this plant. Many of them 
exude gums resembling caoutchouc, 
• 


and no animal could eat their foliage: , 
but the leaves and twige of other kinds 
make good provender for several spe- 
cies of animals. 


The giraffe is among them: and, 


though I have seen him eat the leaves 
of other shrubs ijnd trees, be seems to 
prefer these kinds of acacia. 
The 


natives say that he will wander out 
into the parched wilderness and re- 
main there for about a week without 
a drop of water, the juices of tb* 
acacia being a very good substitute. 


80 tbe softest aud most pulpy aud 


Juicy vegetation, without any of tin* 
librous quality found in most grasses, 
is what the giraffe craves for nnd 
needs. I don't think that his anatomical 
conditions adapt him for the fodder 
ho is compelled to eat iu captivity. 


I have said this to the managers of 


menageries and zoological parks, and 
have told them also, as other men 
have done, that their giraffes are not 
thriving, aud the principal reason i* 
tbat their food la not suitable. 


They nre poor iu flesh, and the vert*» 


brae in their necks are actually re- 
veared through the bides of gome specl« 
metis in this country. The giraffe la 
captivity lacks the plumpness. th« 
sleek tine coat, and the general air of 
well-being that makes him in Africa 
the most beautiful creature among aH 
the mammalia.—Xew York Sun.
